a * A 3-story building, completed at the end of 1949, approximately 
100 x 20 meters in size* This building contained the offices of 
the staff members.

h<> Quarters for the aircraft plant workers were under construction along 
the Trstenik-JKrusevac highway, east of Trsteaik. By April 1950, four 
3-atory houses, each 60 x 20 meters in size, had been completed. Plans 
had been made for the construction of two large houses. 

6 0 In January 1950, installation of machine tools in the two completed workshops 
had begun. Offices of the staff members had been moved into the new building. 
Members of the KN0J unit guarded the entrance to this building and a special 
pass was required for admittance to the building. 

a 0 A week after the building was opened, plans for the construction of 
plan© motors wore stolen form cm of the offices. There were numerous 
arrests, however the thief was not discovered. The result was that 
the plant management ordered special guards to be assigned to guard 
the officer where the plans were maintained.
